Edward F. Hoffman, convicted

Sentence 
will be passed later. 

Hoffman was convicted Tuesday 
after a jury had deliberated but 40 
minutes. The indictment on which he 
was convicted contained four counts, 
and it was stated in the district at- 
torney’s office that the maximum pen- 
alty for the offense was five years on 
each count. There is no fixed mini- 
mum sentence, under the law. 

Hoffman was convicted of promot- 
ing a scheme in which he is alleged 
to have obtained money from promi- 
nent Georgians to help him promote 
the sale of the Isle of Wight, at Sa- 
vannah, to John Ringling, circus mag- 
nate, to be used as winter quarters 
for his circus. Hoffman is alleged 
to have represented to his backers 
that he held an option on the island 
and that he was a close personal ad- 
visor of Mr. Ringling.

It is in the schools that the evi- 
dence of human suffering, the result 
of conditions that now are known 
only too well to everybody, is ap- 
parent, 

The boys ar? girls who come pale 
and heavy-eye. to their classes—the 
children who shiver in the brisk airs 
of morning, in clothing that is piti- 
fully inadequate—the poorly fed and 
poorly clad little ones from homes 
where misfortune has struck—these 
are the exhibits that every school 
teacher knows. 

And so it is that Atlanta public 
school teachers, observing this need, 
are responding so widely to the ap- 
peal of the relief campaign of the 
Community Chest and the Emergency 
Relief committee, which is seeking 
funds to supply the necessities of 
existence where they are lacking. 

This was the explanation of Miss 
Lillian Flynn, a teacher in the Frank

MacDonald’s national government 
buried the labor party today under the 
greatest election landslide in modern 
British history. 

Led by Stanley Baldwin's conserva- 
tive party, the national cabinet sup- 
porters smashed the socialist attack in 


| the midlands, in the Scottish high- 


lands, in the great industrial regions 
and in every other part of the nation 
where the voters responded to Mac- 
Donald’s plea for a free hand in deal- 
ing with the national financial and 
economic emergency. 

With 287 of the total of 615 seats 
in the house of commons already de- 
the national government par- 
ties, conservatives, most liberals and 
MacDonald laborites had won a total 
of 264 seats as compared to 23 for the 
labor party. A total of 308 is required 
for a majority. 

It was estimated that, if the nation- 
al govérnment landslide continued pro- 
portionately in the remaining constit- 
uencies,.the labor party would have 
only about 50 seats in the new par- 
_Hament as compared to the 288 they

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DUBLIN, Ga., Oct. 27.—(#)—De- 
claring that Georgia would stage an 
immediate comeback if the men and 
women of today sessed “one hit 
of the stamina, loyalty, determina- 
tion and ability” of the men and wom- 
en who brought the state out of chaos 
following the War Between the States, 
Quimby Melton, state commander of 
the American Legion, spoke to the 
Georgia convention of the United 
Daughters of the Confederacy here to- 
night. 

Commander Melton, who also is edi- 
tor of the Griffin Daily News, said 
“even the greatest pessimist of today 
cannot imagine Georgia in the fix 
she was in at the close of the War 
Between the States and during the 
reconstruction period. If we think we 
have a depression now we should 
study conditions in this state of ours 
a few years ago,” he added. 

“When the Georgia soldier turned 
his back on Appomattox and started 
his weary way homeward he had no 
idea of the hardships he was to face. 
Arriving home he found all swept 
away. Home was gone, slaves set 
free, farms were overgrown with 
weeds, stock had heen stolen. His 
credit was gone and the money with 
which he had been paid was no good. 
Certainly if there was ever a time 
when it was excusable for a man to 
‘quit’ it was then. 

“But when he arrived home he 
found one thing of which even war 
could not rob him. The affection and 
devotion of the ‘girl he left behind 
him’ was unchanged. She was just 
as confident in the ability of her man 
as she was the day he marched away 
to war. 


“So facing the future with the love 
of that dear woman to spur him 
on, the Georgia soldier fought and 
won his greatest economic battle, One 
must realize that the north, fanned 
into hatred by political demagogues, 
had sent carpetbaggers and Seala- 
wags into Georgia and other southern 
states to put down the ‘rebellion.’ 
These carpetbaggers and scalawags 
were backed up by northern bayonets 
in the hands of negro soldiers. 
deluded negroes, who a short while 
before had been happy, carefree slaves 
on the plantations of their ‘marster’ 
were now staggering along the streets 
and highways drunk on Yankee booze 
and the promise of 40 acres and a 
mule.

Final Census Bureau Figures Show 


BY GLADSTONE WILLIAMS. 

WASHINGTON, ‘Oct. 27.—A total 
of 150,152 persons 10 years of age or | 
older were found to be employed in 
Atlanta in April, 1930, at the time of 
the 1930 national enumeration, ac- 
cording to final figures published 
by the bureau of the census. This 
figure, of course, has no bearing on | 
the present situation, which is very | 
largely changed, due to nation-wide | 
economic conditions. | 

The bureau's report is based on the | 
old limits of the city and not the’ 
new greater Atlanta charter, which! 
was denied by the bureau as a basis| 
for computing the city’s 19380 popula- | 
tion. 

The number of persons found to oc- 
cupy gainful positions represents 48.1 
per cent of the population of the city | 
in the old boundaries, 270,366, and | 
57.8 per cent of the same population | 
10 years old and over. By way of 
comparison, the city had 98,952 gain- 
ful workers in 1920. | 

Similar figures announced for the) 
state at large today also revealed | 
that a total of 1,162,158 persons in | 
Georgia 10 years old and more were) 
employed in 1930, constituting 40 per 
cent of the entire population and 51.9 
per cent of the states population 10 
years of age and older.

IN HOUSE OF COMMONS 


LONDON, Oct. 28.—( Wednesday) 
(P)—Eight women, all conservative, 
won seats in the house of commons 
on the basis of early returns from 
the general election, 

Leading the list was the American- 
born Lady Astor, who was re-elected 
from: Plymouth. 

Miss Irene Ward defeated Miss 
Margaret Bondfield, the first woman 
to hold a_ portfolio in the British 
cabinet. Miss Bondfield resigned as 
minister of labor in the change of 
government that gave Prime Minister 
Ramsay MacDonald a national minis- 
try to deal with Great Britain's eco- 
nomic ills. 

The other women known to hare 
been elected are Lady Iveigh, who 
was returned from her constituency ; 
Mrs. Ida Copeland, who defeated Sir 
Oswald Mosley, founder of the “new 
party’; Miss Mary Pickford, London 
political leader ; Mise F. M. Graves, 
a write, and Miss Florence Hors- 
brugh, who defeated the only prohibi- 
tionist member of parliament in Dun- 
dee, Scotland.

of thought, all honest convictions and 
hypocritically follow their lead.
